Only half of the dipole is shown. The aerial is made from aluminium tube. 
The end 2.5 £t is adjusted for minimum, the end pieces are 7/8 inch which 
is a sliding fit in the 1 inch tube. 

SWR with the aerial in the clear, preferrably in the final position, then 
fix with hose clamp. I used an MFJ Antenna Analyser to tune. 

The centre of the dipole is made from a nylon chopping board about 0.25 inches 
thick, with the two tubes fixed with U clamps. 

The coil is 18 turns of plastic covered single strand wire close wound 

on a piece of 22 mm overflow pipe (white PVC). To ensure a good fit in the 
1 inch tube, wrap a couple of turns of tape round the PVC pipe and it can 
be strenghtened by inserting a piece of dowel rod. 

Although half the size of a full dipole, thie mini works well - I even 
worked a station in Croatia with the dipole at four feet above ground! 
Although the dimensions given are what I used, some experimentation may 


be necessary. 
Please let me know if you use this dipole.

per transmitting tube (2E24, like a 6146, but with a filamentary 
cathode and about 6-8 w output). I found a design in an old 

ARRL Handbook (1960). The reciever design was shared with me by 

a boatanchor subscriber. Other subscribers have sold me some 
parts, and even gave me a few more parts. I almost have all of the 


parts I need now. 


Further, check out the Fair Radio Sales catalogue. In it you will 
find the AN/GRC-109 RADIO SET. It is a reciever and transmitter
